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Infant mortality rates have long been recognized 
as a most sensitive index to actual public health con- 
ditions within the community. Because of the fact 
that births and deaths of infants often occur in places 


other than those constituting the true place of resi- 


dence of the mother, it has been difficult, in the past, 
to secure a reliable record of infant mortality in the 
various communities of California. Through the use 
of a Works Progress Administration project, adjusted 
infant mortality rates have been made for the years 
1934 and 1935; such adjustments covering the rural 
districts and the incorporated cities within each 
county of the State. 

In those cities where the county hospital is located 
within a large center of population, that city’s infant 
mortality rate is conspicuously high because many 
infants are brought from the rural districts of the 
county into the city where death occurs. Similarly in 
those counties where the county hospital is outside of 
the incorporated limits of any city, the infant mor- 
tality rate for the rural] district is excessive. 

It should be understood that, in this work, the 
births in these communities were adjusted for resi- 
dence and the deaths as well. The adjusted infant 
mortality rates, therefore, provide a true index to 
infant mortality in these communities during the 
two years covered by the project. The rates for the 
State as a whole are changed slightly due to adjust- 
ments caused by residence outside of the State.

WAR ON BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS 


The California Tuberculosis Association at a meet- 
ing held in San Francisco, March 3, 1937, adopted 
resolutions urging that bovine tuberculosis be eradi- 
cated from beef and dairy cattle in California, 
upon a state-wide basis, as rapidly as possible com- 
mensurate with the scfentific application of the 
tuberculin test, and urged further, the appropriation 
of public funds in sufficient amount to assure the 
recognition of California as a modified accredited 
State within the biennium beginning July 1, 1937. 
Attention was drawn to the fact that certain neigh- 
boring States, notably Washington and Utah, now 
have laws prohibiting the sale of any dairy product, 
the original milk of which was not produced’ by 
cows having successfully passed the tuberculin test. 
Attention was also drawn to the fact that there are 


‘now 48 States that have been declared to be modified 


accredited areas and four of the five remaining 
States are expected to be so certified by July 1, 1937, 
thus leaving California the only area in continental 


United States with any important number of tuber- 


eular cattle. 


SUMMER SESSION AT U. C. L. A. 


Dr. R. A. Bolt, Director of the Cleveland Child > 
Health Association and Associate in Pediatrics and 
in Public Health and Hygiene, Western Reserve 
University, will again conduct the curricula in pub- 
hie health nursing and nursing education at the sum- 
mer session of the University of California at Los 


Angeles, June 26 to August 6, 1937. Dr. Bolt, a 


former Californian, has conducted these courses in 


public health nursing at the University of Califor- 


nia at Los Angeles for many years and he will be 
assisted again by Helen D. Halverson, R.N. of Los 
Angeles. Courses will cover elementary epidemiology, 
preventive medicine, principles and practice of pub- 
lic health nursing, administration of the school 
health program, social case work, principles of teach- 
ing as applied to home hygiene courses, and methods 
in teaching home hygiene courses with practice 
teaching. The two last named courses will be given 
by Elinor L. Beebe, Assistant Professor in Public 
Health Nursing. The course in social case work 
will be given by Mrs. Dorothy W. Smith, Executive 
Secretary of the Travelers Aid Society of Los Angeles.

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SANTA CLARA HEALTH DEPARTMENTS 
REPORT 


The three health departments operating in Santa 
Clara County have issued their annual printed 
reports for the year 1936. These are, Santa Clara 
County, city of San Jose and city of Palo Alto 
health departments. Each report is printed on good 
paper with attractive colored covers, graphs and 
other illustrations. 

Dr. C. M. Burchfiel is Health Officer of Santa 
Clara County and his organization covers all of the 
rural territory and all of the incorporated cities 
with the exception of San Jose and Palo Alto. This 
department serves a population estimated at 92,238 
out of a total population for the county estimated 
at 177,188. The report covers vital statistics, epidem1- 
ology, tuberculosis control, maternity, infant and 
child welfare, venereal disease control, sanitation and 
inspection, laboratory service and other activities. 


During the past year, there were five public health 


nurses employed in the department and ten school 
nurses. There were four inspectors, a laboratory 
technician, supervisor of foster homes and two office 
assistants. All of these employees with the excep- 
tion of the health officer are full-time employees. 
Deputy health officers in Santa Clara, Mountain 
View, Gilroy and Sunnyvale cooperate with the health 
department in carrying on a public health program. 
The school health service and the tuberculosis divi- 
sion also cooperate with Dr. Burchfiel’s organization. 
The total expenditures for the department for the 
fiscal year were $27,248. Accrued revenue through 
contract services to cities amounted to $2,160. Reve- 


nue from inspection fees and licenses was $5,228 


making the total revenue $7,388. The net cost of the 
health department was slightly under $20,000. _ 


Dr. H. C. Brown, City Health Officer of San Jose, 
conducts activities that parallel those conducted by 
the county health department. The trend of births, 
deaths and infant mortality is well pictured in his 
report, by means of graphs. For many years Dr. 
Brown has adjusted the birth rate, death rate, and 
infant mortality rate for his city. Since the county 
hospital is located in rural territory, it is of great 
value to issue adjusted rates in order that they may 
represent a true basis on which to evaluate the 
activities of the health department. It is interesting 
to not that in 1936, 91.5 per cent of all births in 
San Jose occurred in hospitals and 50.7 per cent of 
all deaths occurred in such institutions.. For many 
years, Dr. Brown has stressed the sanitation of eat- 
ing places and food dispensing organizations. As 
a result, 75 per cent of all such places are given 
rates ‘‘excellent’’ and ‘‘good.’’ The total expenses 


of the department were $26,388 of which $8,752 may 
be deducted as this amount was derived through 
revenue from permits of various sorts. The net cost 


of the department for the year was $17,636.54. 


Mr. Louis Olsen, City Health Officer at Palo Alto, 
presents a report of activities for the year 1936 upon 
the same high standards that he established many 
years ago and has maintained with great regularity. 
It is doubtful that any city of corresponding size 
can present more outstanding results in public health 


administration than has the Palo Alto Health Depart- — 


ment. The general death rate for the city in 1936 
was 9.5. Communicable diseases were kept in con- 


trol and infant mortality rate was 18.0 last year. 


Six cases of diphtheria were reported and 64.0 per 


cent of school children have been immunized against 
diphtheria. 


The total expense of the Palo Alto 
City Health Department for 1936 was $23,470 out 


of which the health department revenues produced 


$6,708. The school board contributed more than 


$7,000 for school work and $1,643 was contributed 


by unofficial agencies. The actual per capita cost for 

the department was 89 cents last year. ae 
These three health departments cover the entire 

territory of Santa Clara County both urban and 


rural. They have set high standards in the excellence 


of the work that they have accomplished and the 
efficient and attractively presented reports that they 
issue. 


Everyone should order his daily life so as to have
